Washington, Dec. 9.—Jurisdiction of 


the interstate commerce commission over 
the Union Stock Yards' and Transit 
company, of Chicago, was today upheld j 
by the supreme court, which sustained 
the commission's right to bring suit to 
have the company's contract to pay $50 - 
000 to Pfaelscr & Sons, packers, 
for 


erecting a plant adjacent to its tracks, 
annulled as amounting to a rebate. 


On the theory that Chicago stock 


yard business was interstate commerce, 
the interstate commerce commission be- 
gan an action in the commerce court to 
enjoin the United Railway »nd Transit 
company, the Chicago Junction Railroad 
company, which operates* the Transit 
company, . and. the Chicago Junction 
Railways and Union Stock Yards com- 
pany, which holds the stock of the two 
other companies, from engaging in inter- 
state commerce until they had filed 
tariffs with' the commission. 
It also 


asked to have the contract with the firm 
of packers cancelled.

The commerce court held that the 


Chicago" Junction 
Railway 
eoiripany 


alone was engaged in .interstate com- 
merce and so required it to file tariffs, 
but dismissed the actioiTas to the other 
companies.

CHABGE OF WORK 


Says Weather Conditions 


Will Not Interef ere or 


Delay It. 


A. L. Neilson, of Chicago, who will of- 


ficiate in the capacity of foreman for 
G. B. Swift & Company, the contractors, 
in the erection of the magnificent depot 
the Pennsylvania will have built on 
Baker street, arrived in the city this 
morning and Immediately commenced' 
assembling the material for two sheds, 
one at each end of the elation site and 
adjoining the material track, which has 
just been completed into the grounds. 
These »heds will shelter the cement and 
other building material while the erec- 
tion of the concrete walls of the base- 
ment it in progress. Between them and 
the excavation »t each end the contrac- 
tors will place concrete mixers, which 
are now en route her*. Mr. Neilson 
»aid that he expected to push the work 
on the building aa rapidly ai possible. 
"By protecting the work: with canvas or 
other shelter, there will bn but few if 
nny days that it cannot be carried on," 
(aid Mr. Neilson. Guy Scott, the Penn- 
sylvania division engineer, who will be 
connected with tho work of building the 
depot as a representative of the railway 
company, said that it would be com- 
pleted and opened to business before 
this time next year. "And it will be a 
credit to the city and all that reason- 
able people could wish for in that line," 
V said. The price nt which the con- 
tract 'was. awarded to G. B. Swift &, 
Company is upwards of Siai-DOO, which 
:overs only the depot building proper. 
The subway, the passenger platforms 
and the train sheds, which will involve 
an expenditure of upwards of $80,000 
and will be built by the maintenance of 
way department of the Pennsylvania, 
do not figure in the contract awarded 
the Swift company. Messrs. Swift have 
invited local plumbers nnd contracting 
masons to bid on that part of the work 
of the new station and announce that in 
sub-letting the work thoy intend to give 
Fort Wayne contractors a chance at it. 
Tor awhile nt least Mr. Neilson will 
have his office in the bwldine on Fair- 
field avenue, in common with the en- 
gineering department of the Pennsylva 
nin. 


Alexander writ**: "I shall not prepare 
or read a paper, neither do I intend to 
tire TOUT members with a statement of 
statistic* as to the number of accidents 
that occur aod the economic loss in- 
volved, etc. I rather propose to talk ic 
an entirely off-handed fashion on acci- 
dents and their prevention and the bear- 
ing of such accident prevention on work- 
men's compensation legislation, which.

many causes and the best method of 
minimizing them and as that question is 
receiving a great deal of attention from 
railway and shop management, his visit 
aod lecture in Fort Wayne could not 
be made at a more opportune time. Mr. 
Orff announces that he will invite- the 
various safety committees in the city, 
the shop foremen and others who ar« 
interested in the matter. The Commer'- 
cial club room wil! be well filled on the 
occasion of this lecture.
